In fact,

These three men in Chicag o owned 
a theater which was destroyed by fire 
one afternoon causing g reat loss to 
them financially, and deplorable lossof 
life, mostly patrons of the theater.

1 cago papers told of his having com­ 
m itted suicide by drowning himself in 
Lak e Michigan. 
The story was later 
denied, and was 
disproved by the 
appearance of Hetherington in Clinton 
last spriDg. 
In the meantime the 
unhappy wife had made her home in 
Maquok eta. 
H etherington was arrested for in­ 
toxication the day of bis return to 
Clinton. 
A t the oity jail he told a 
Herald 
rep orter his story. 
The 
rumors of his suicide had been started 
by tbe finding of his coat on the lak e 
shore, he said. 
He had left the coun­ 
try, and served several years in the 
Philippine Islands, before returning 
to the U nited States. Upon his re­ 
turn to this section he was strick en 
w ith small-pox, which disfigured him 
for life. 
He had not heard from his 
wife for years, he said. The unfortu 
nate man was a confirmed victim of 
the morphine habit for years, and to 
this source does he owe his downfall. 
From the accounts of the suicide of 
H etherington printed in the Moline 
papers, the m an’s wife later rejoined 
him in the Illinois city, after a five 
years’ separation. She was awak ened 
a t m idnight by the groans of her hus­ 
band and discovered him in a dying 
condition. On a table were found 
several letters. One, directed to bis 
wife, read as follows: 
“ Moline, 111., Seft. 24, 1904. 
“ Mrs. Marie Hetherington: 
“ My Dear Wife—When you stand 
before me and tell me you will lead 
nothing but a sporting life it is more 
than I can stand. So here goes. God, 
I have no love for you any more. 
Your brok en-hearted husband. 
“ B. F. H .” 
Another letter, a note, 
w ritten 
probably after the morphine had be­ 
gun to work on bis faculties, follows: 
“Marie: Forgive me. I t is my last 
writing. O. G. I feel funny. I never 
felt happier in my life. 
My hands re­
